A SHOT AND A THRUST. 


From the Detroit Free Press. : 
When we came to throw out pickets in front 
of our lines on the night after dealing the fed- 
eral army the hard blow at Second Manassas, 
we were right among the dead and wounded. 
We had won a victory, and the bulk of the 
federal army was making for the Potomac, but 
there was a rear guard which fought sullenly 
and with a thirst for vengeance, and along the 
front of my division the blue coats were alert 
and ready for night attack. It wast about 9 
o’clock in the e vening when my company was 
pushed out, and to get the p lace assigned us we 
had to crawl on our hands and knees for the 
last 200 feet. WhenTI finally got settled in 
place it was at the base of a shade or fruit tree 
standing alone in an open field. A ball ora 
shell had struck the trunk of the tree and cut 
it in two, and a portion of-the top lay on th 
ground. The federal picket, as I presently as- 
certained, was about fifty steps distant from 
me, and had the cover of a heap of rails. I did 
not locate him until he fired upon me. I do not 
think he knew of my presence, but:ather mis- 
trusted it and blazed away to draw me out. 

There were dead and wounded all about the 
tree. Ihad crept over two dead bodies, and 
two wounded men had begged me for water, 
and, although the evening was very dusky, I 
counted at least 20 bodies on my side of the tree 
I had come out with a full canteen, knowing 
that the front was,covered with wounded. 
Close to me, on my right, was a federal corporal 
belonging toa New York regiment. He told 
me at the time the number of the regiment, 
but I made no note of it. He was shot in ‘the 
right leg, midway between the hip and the 
knee. This happened two hours before dark, 
and considerably nearer our lines, and he had 
managed to crawl twenty rods to get the shel- 
ter of the trée. It was only a flesh wound, and 
could he have been takei into the lines that 
night he would have been fit for duty in thirty 
days. Some men would have almost walked 
off with such a hurt as that, but the noor fel- 
low seemed knocked all to pieces and had quité 
Jo st his conrage. I was holding the canteen to 
his lips, having raised his head and put a hav- 
ersack under it, when the federal picket fired 
the shot. The bullet crashed into the heag of 
the wounded man, and witha sort of quiver 
he fell back dead... 

The incident upset me considerably, and, be- 
ing under orders not to fire a shot uniess the 
enemy were advancing, lL hugged the ground 
at the foot ofthe tree and remained quiet. 
Two more shots were fired at me but they were 
aimed to high and went over. I had been on 
duty about and hour, when the pleadings of a 
wounded man about fifty feet to my left for 
water, determined me to succor him. He 
knew of my presence and talked directly to me, 
saying that he was shot in both legs and hed 
heen lying there seven or eight hours. I left 
my gun on the ground and started off on my 
hands and knees.

direetiy in my way, and I was just making a 


half circle around it, when the supposed dead 
man scrambled up, seized his musket, which 
lay besidé him, and whirled on me with a sort 
of scream. You see, itall came so suddenly 
that I was confused, and when he came atime I 
was still on my hands and knees and helpless.

W hile but com- 
aratively little attention has been paid to this 
manch of farming, I am glad to say that there 
has been a great improvement within cog te 
few years,and there are now but few days 
when good country butter cannot be procured 
in the Americus market. 

» Butthere is yet another profitable feature 
ia green grass that is worthy of attention, 
which [ can best illustrate by going back again 
to Ohio. 

The farmers of Ohio have 724,975 horses, 
1,625,573 cattle, 24,302 mules, 4,928,352 sheep, 
1,603,263 hogs, whose aggregate value foots up 
over eighty -eight millions of dollars. 

This live stock is mostly the product of grass. 
There are few large stock farms, nor is Ohio 
recognized as a peculiarly a stock-growing 
state. Every farmer raises afew colts, a few 
calves, a few hogs and a few sheep. They get 
their growth almost entirely from grass. AS 
soon as‘@ colt, a calf, hog or sheep is weaned it 
is turned ont to grass, and its growth costs the 
farmer practically nothimg. Thus the farmer 
not only supplies his own farm with live stock, 
but every year has a horse or two to sell, a few 
cattle, a few hogs, and a few sheep, all bring- 
ing him in a nice little income, with far less 
trouble and risk than the raising of grain crops. 
It is because the farmers of Ohio are not de- 
pendent upon one crop for their income that 
they are enabled to make a profit on small 
farms and on high priced lands, and it is be- 
cause farming is profitable that lands are high 
in price. 

There are twenty-two million pounds of ‘wool 


ar nena SN 


raised in Ohio. Take this wool at twenty cents 
per pound (it rarely gets so low), and we have 
nearly four and a half million of dollars. The 
vn p which produce this wool live almost en- 
tirely upon grass, or hay produced from grass, 
so that’ this valu: ible product may be set down 
to the credit of green grass. The portions of 
the state from which greater portion of this 
wool comes are far more hilly and broken than 
middie Georgia,and had not the land been put 
down in grass, would have afforded the farmer 
little or no profit. The farmers of Georgia 
might take a hintfrom this, and learn how to 


profitably use their broken ground and prevent 
it from wasting. 

The berkshire and other grazing breeds of 
hogs, which at nine months old are made to 
dress three hundred pounds, are fed upon gres3 
for at least six months, andevena lonce r time, 
being fed upon corn for a short time to harden 
the flesh and fat. We have known them to be 
entirely fattened upen clover. There is protit 
in such hogs thus fed, and our farmers could 
here note down another hint and quit raising

Decisions Rendered November 12, 1887.8 
New England Mortgage Security Co. vs. Rob- 
son, trustee, etal. Equity, from Washing- 
ton, Judgments. Executions. Home- 
stead. Levy and Sale. Equity. Fraud. 
Res Adjudicata. (Before Judge Lumpkin.) 
Blandford, J.—1. A bill alleged, in brief, as 
follows: Complainant loaned to a land-owner 
$1,250 and took, as security therefor, a mort- 
gage on certain land. Afterwards two execu- 
tions in favor of other parties were levied 
on this land, and it was brought 
fo sale tilereunder. At the time of 
the sale, a third person announced that the 
Jand was sold subject to the right of the de- 
fendant in execution totake a homestead there- 
fa of the value of $2,000in realty. This person 
became the purchaser and fraudulently pro- 
cured the sheriff to make him a deed to the 
land in fee, stating nothing therein as to 
the right of the defendant in execution to take 
- @ homestead. The purchase was fraudulent 
g@iso because after the complainant had 
motified the sheriff ard the person who 
became the purchaser that the mo of the 
executions under which the land was sold had 
een paid off and discharged by complainant, 
and had requested the sheriff 50 
to enter it and return it to 
the clerk’s office, the sheriff nevertheless pro- 
ceeded to sell and the other person to buy the 
rty. After this, the purchaser tiled a bill 
ae cireuit court of the United States for the 
urpose of enjoining the present complainant 
rom enforcing against the property the judg- 
ment of the foreclosure of the mortgage which 
had been obtained in that court. The injunc- 
tion was granted, and therefore the complain- 
ant could not proceed at law: 

Held, that if the sale was under an execnu- 
tion founded upon a judgment which had 
been paid off and discharged, it was fraudu- 
lent and void. 

2. If the property was sold subject to the 
homestead right of the defendant in execution, 

-g@nd the purchaser so proclaimed at the time of 
the sale, but afterwards procured the sheriff to 
make him a deed in fee, this was a fraud, 
and the mortgage creditor of the defendant 
in execution would have a right to have the 
Geed set aside for fraud or else reformed so as 
to make it speak the truth; and a bill for that 

se was not demurrable for want of equity. 

3. There was no adequate remedy at law, or 
if so, the remedy in equity was more adequate 
and complete. 

4. From the allegations in the bill, in the 
mbsence of the bill filed or decree rendered in 
the United States court, it is impossible to de- 
ermine on demurrer whether the matter was 
adjudicated in that court or not. This could 
be setup by plea, or possibly by way of an- 
swer.

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What the Socicty People Abroad Have 


Adams with Miss - 
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AMERICANS OF PREHISTORIC AGES. 


The Mound-Builders and Their Work—A 
Fort in Ohio Over a Thousand Years Old. 


Prof. F, W. Putnam, curator of Peabody 
Museum at Cambridge, Mass,, and perhaps the 
moet distinguished archeologist in America, 
lectured before the Western Reserve Historical 
Society, says the Cleveland Herald, on the 
moundseand mound-builders of Ohio. Prof. 
Potnam has spent the past two months in ex- 
ploring the great serpent mound in Adams 
county. 

‘There were,’’ said the speaker, ‘four great 
antique races on this continent, or the people, 
if-one race, show a greater diversity than any 
other on earth. For instance, we found in oue 
mound in Ohio fifteen hundred skeletons, and 
these were of various sizes and different in 
their characteristics. The four great races can 
be resolved into two—the long-headed people 
and the people with short and broad heads. 
There is evidence that the long-headed people 
came from northern Asia, and crossing 
Behring Strait continued their way 
downward as far as California. Then they 
crossed to the great lakes, went down the St. 
Lawrence, made their way along the Atlantic 
coast as far south as Nerth Carolina, and 
spread themselves into Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

here is evidence that they resembled the pe 
ple of Northern Asia in face and form. The 
shortheaded pte had the characteristics of 
the people of Southern Asia, and resembled 
the Malay race. The first traces of them we 
find in Peru and Central America. From there 
they worked toward the north into Mexico, 
New Mexico, Arizona and following the rivers 
which empty into the Gulf of Mexico, nota- 
bly the Mississippi, they mingled at last with 
the long-headed people in Tennessee and Ohio 
and were finally absorbed by them. The In- 
dian is the descendant of those two races.”’ 

The speaker then went on to describe the 
mounds built by these people. He told how the 
former method of digging a hole in the center 
of the mound, which was at first practiced by 
explorers, has been abandoned for a more ex- 
haustive method of research. Prof. Putnam 
does not excavate the mounds, bat slices them 
off in perpendicular sections until the whole 
mound has been laid open to inspection. He 
described at length the use of the mounds for 
burial, and said there were many ways in which 
the bodies were prepared for interment. Some- 
times they were cremated and sometimes sim- 
ply laid in the rro nd: sometimes a rough 
stone tomb surrodunded the bodies and some- 
times asort of log-house work of timber. 

“Besides the burial mounds, there are other 
mounds,’’ said the speaker. ‘That is, mounds 
used for great religious ceremonies. have 
been making explorations in the Little Miami 
valley, and I aim giad at this time to pay a trib- 
ute to the work of Colonel Whittlesay in the 
Little Miami valley. To him we owe much of 
our information of the ancient Lake Superior 
mining, as well as of the mounds of the Little 
Miami valley. The mounds in that valley are 
sacred mounds; that is, they were for the pur- 
pose of sacrifice and religious ceremonies. On 
these mounds fires were kindled and sacrifices 
were made—not human sacrifices, but sacri- 
fices to the fire. In one of these mounds we 
found terra-cotta figures, beautifully carved and 
perfect representations of people in a perfect 
attitude of rest, and there was nothing to sug- 
gest action. There were, besides, these stone 
images of fine shape. There were copper pend- 
ants and thousands of copper heads. Many 
earrings were found of copper covered with 
native silver, and over 60,000 pearls. It seemed 
as if all the pearls of all the tribes had been 
cast upon this altar. We have found these al- 
tars in several mounds, and somtimes we found 
several altars,so. you see many of the great 
mounds were for other purposes than burial.’’ 

Having spoken of the mounds, the speaker 
introduced the subject of the serpent in Adams 
eoutity. ‘The serpent,’’ said he, “was wor- 
shipped by the Mexicans and Peruvians, and it 
apparently served some purpose among the 
ancient people of Ohio. We have one repre- 
sentation: of it in Adams county. It is partly 
of stone, but principally of earth.’’ Thespeak- 
er then described its size and gave some facts 
concerning it which are familiar to all people 
who have read histories of America or even 
of ancient Ohio. The property surrounding 
the serpent to the extent of sixty acres has 
been purchased for the Peabody museum by 

foston ladies, and is jow in the hands of Prof. 
Putnam, who has alféady made some explora- 
tions into the mounds surrounding and adja- 
cent to the serpent with very encouraging re- 
sults. He found in the mounds skeletons of 
people who must have belonged to different 
‘ras, Whose bodies must have been laid in the 
mounds by people who were not aware that 
mounds had been used by other people for the 
same purpose before. Prof. Putnam hopes next 
year to make extensive explorations, from 
which he thinks valuable facts concerning the 
mound-builders will be learned. Iie spoke of 
the obliteration of the mounds at Circleville, 
Cincinnati and Marietta. He referred partic- 
ularly tothe ancient fortification on: what is 
called Fort Hill,in Highland county. This 
fortification contains forty acres, and is proba- 
bly 1,000 years old. It can be purchased for 
$4,000. Prof. Putnam closed his lecture by 
urging the purchase of this fortitication, and 
by askiny the society to create an interest in 
the ancient history of Ohio among the masses 
of indifferent people who are helping to oblit- 
erate all traces of the remote past, which was 
the present of the mound-builders.

I have not 
got through with Maine yet. Maine is the filst 
state that started this fuss here; Iam not go- 
ing to let up on it, Iam going to be like the 
fellow was that was going through the pasture 
where there was a butting ram. When he got 
about half way through it he turned round and 
saw the ram after him. He ran to a stump and 
began running around it, the sheep after 
him and he aiter the sheep. He ran s0 fast 
that he caught up with the sheep and he grab- 
bed him by the hind legs. He knew that his 
whole salvation depended upon holding that 
sheep, and the old sheep sort of reared up and 
found how bad he was off and said “Bah!”

Before I touch Maine again, though, let me 
say a.word about the Hon. George Hillyer, for 
I want to tell you what is the matter with this 
thing. It has been printed in the papers that 
he is a member of a club out here where they 
can get a drink. Iam a member of that club, 
too. [Laughter.] Now, Iam not ashamed to 
tell you anything Ido. I belong to it; George 
Hillyer belongs to it. [Renewed laughter.] 
And any member of that club can get a drink 
whenerer he wants itif he will go out there. 
The only objection I have got to it is it is a lit- 
tle too farfrom town. [Applause.] 

Why does he want you to get a listed doctor 
and a pass to get a drink if he has got the right 
to go there and get one whenever he wants to? 
He says he was not aware of it when he joined. 
My God, he has had plenty of time to resign 
since ht joined it. fLaughter.] I never heard 
of the judge resigning anything much. He 
bas not resigned that’ place yet. I think he 
will hold on to it, but still I think he will re- 
sion after the 27th, because we are going to 
have it fixed so anybody who wants to get one 
can get it without joining. the club [laughter], 
provided he don’t get drunk. 

&. Let us rako away the mists from this ques- 
tion and see whatis at the bottom of it. Don’t 
you remember about a year ago. Judge Hillyer 
has got an office, and he has got a back room 
to that office. The judge is a politician as 
vell as a prohibitionist. You did not find 
many prokibitionists two years ago that were 
not politicians. He took it into his head that 
the people of Fulton county did not know who 
to nominate for the legislature, and he got into 
his back room with afew of his friends and he 
prepared a ticket for Fulton county—good 
men. I would have voted for them at almost 
any time had it not been for the way they were 
put out. Tom Westmoreland was a good 
man; Dr. Perkins was a good man, and Mr. 
Fain was a good man, but as soon as the 
people of this county heard who was the 
mammy and daddy of this movement they rose 
up en masse and they sat down on it. [Ap- 
plause.] Isay to-you.that this is the logiti- 
mate outcome of it. Whenever they get hold of 
your appetites and tell you what you shall eat 
and drink the next thing they wiil tell you 
who you shall vote for and you have got to do 
it. Now the judge is very anxious for this 
election to go that way because he wants to-re- 
tain his political power started two years ago. 
This is the reason he wants it done, and he 
has made his calculations so as to get posses- 
sion of this matter. If he is consistent why 
don’t he resign this club and say, ‘I do not 
want to drink, and I do not want you to have 
any either.” - 

Look at my friend Colquitt. I remember 
when he ran against John H. James, when it 
was nip and tuck in this county as to who 
should getit, Did you hear Colquitt say any- 
thing about prohibition then? One thing is 
certain, he wasas willing to receive the sup- 
port of the liquor men as any body else was. 
[A voice: “And ‘more too.’’| His election 
comes off next year. He thinks the last legis- 
lature had a majority for prohibition, and 
probably it was true, and the way to get elect- 


| ed, he thinks, is to take a very advanced posi- 


tion on this prohibition question. He took’it, 
He took an extremely advanced position fora 
United States senator. He took a position 
that made him go to Washington in a hurry. 
[Laughter.} I do not like to seea United 
States senator delving in these matters when 
it is to make votes in the legislature. This is 
a great question. It is a moral question, and 
he has the right to express his views about it, 
but he has no right to say who shall preach to 
vou because you are not a prohibitionist. 
‘Applause. | 
‘Now, fellow-citizens, whatI say to you about 
these things is true; every word of itis true, 
and you know it as well as Ido. We have 
been living in the United States over one hun- 
dred years; we have had the greatest prosperi- 
ity of any nation under the sun, and you never 
heard fof this thing until a few 
years ago. I never did. I. have 
read about ##, but I never heard until a 
few years ago thatit was necessary to introduce 
any such law as this for the purpose of keeping 
the people moral and good. I tell you as we 
advance we are accumulating rights every day. 
The greatest evil of this country is too much 
legislation. They want to legislate about things 
that they have no business to legislate upon. 
Why don’t they do more for the purpose of 
protecting people who need protection, instead 
of trying to protect those who do not need it? 
fApplause.] When you see employment plen- 
tiful, when you see laboring men getting good 
wages, when you see laboring men hard at 
work and getting proper compensation, you 
may put your finger right down on it that this 
is going to be a prosperous country. Look at 
it in Birmingham—building 4,000 houses; look 
at it in Chattanooga and on the Pacific slope— 
mén there getting three doliars a day, while 
they get only oue dollar a day here. They 
spend their money when they get it for the 
purpose of building up a town. I would rather 
trust 1,000 men with good wages in building up 
a town than to trust ten men with $10,000,000, 
{Applause.] 
Now, I say all this legislation that has been 
going on here about your morals ought to be 
concentrated in some other way. They ought 
to give you better wages, better employment; 
give you work to do, and if you do not take 
care of yourself, why then you go and geta 
guardian and join that prohibition joint stock 
company. [Laughter and applause.] 
I will come back to statistics again. They 
say figures don’t lie, and I want to touch up 
that question about Maine again. I showed 
you a few weeks ago that in Bangor, one of 
the most important cities in Maine, that in- 
stead of decreasing drunkenness it was in- 
creased, and every time they attempted to en- 
force it there was more drunkenness than 
there was before. From the gensus of 1880 I 
take this: 
MAINE. 

Crime—Increased from 1850 to 1880, ono 
hundred and sixty-five per cent. 

That was the increase of crime. Now insan- 
ity. Mark you, fellow citizens, this increase 
of insanity was not because they could not get 
liquor; that doesnot make a man go crazy, 
but it was because they had to drink all kinds 
of liquor; agatjc, and dodge around and get 
tice beer and things of that kind. I want 
to show you how insanity has increased by the 
census of 1880: 

Insanity—In 1850, Maine had 561 insane, 
and in 1880 she had 1,542; an increase of 274 
per cent, while the increase in her population 
was only 11 per cent.

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INTERVIEW WITH GOVERNOR LOWRY, 
Local Option in the Counties and How it 
Works—Abundant Crope—A Ha py 
People. 

JACKSON, Miss., November 10,—[Staff Cor- 
respondence Constitution.]—To the stranger 
within the gates of the southern capitols, the 
anpearance of the state house must indicate to 
his mind something concerning the prosperity 
and progress of the commonwealth. The old 
saying that appearances are deceitful is abund- 
anily verified ‘in the cases of the respective 
state houses of Georgia, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi. 

Three more inappropriate structures for the 
home of sovereignty can not.very well be ime 
agined, and yet I doubt if the people of Missis- 
sipi or Alabama would change one line of their 
capitols. Associations cluster in and about 
them, and in this land of sentiment the asso- 
ciations will prevent them from being dis- 
turbed. 

A day spent in the state house of Mississippi 
does not store the mind with the same number 
of facts that would be derived fram a day at 
Montgomery or Atlanta. The system of pub- 
lic business, while essentially the same, is very 
different in detail. In fact, the Mississippi offi- 
cials seem to care very little about detail, con- 
fining their mind and time to the more agreea- 
blesubject of sum total. For instance, there 
isno record kept of the number of acres of 
i, aR in corn, cotton, ete:, nor is there 
any Way of ascertaining the value of farm and 
farm products, save to engage a team and make 
the round of the seventy-four counties, com- 
prising the state, and obtain the information 
from the sherifis who are charged with Keep- 
ing up such things. This omission, while not 
fatal, is aggravating, especially when one of 
the objects of this correspondence is by com- 
parrison to see what state has attained the 
highest measure of prosperity. But while the 
discussion of the resources and progress of 
Mississippi will not be as minute as it should, 
it will pe uone the less exact, for conclusions, 
when officially indorsed, must be accepted, 
even without the reasons accompanying. 

I called upon Governor Lowry this morning, 
and met a dignified, courtly gentleman, whose 
intelligence was equal to his impressive man- 
ner. Our conversation ‘was short, owing to 
oflicial engagements, buta prolonged interview 
was arranged for tomorrow. 

Short talks frequently call ont important 
things, and so did the meeting today. While 
discussing prohibition and its work in Missis- 
sippi, Governor Lowry said some things that 
were strikingly interesting. He remarked 
that about one-half of the state was in prohi- 
bition work under the local option plan. He 
said that asfar as he could see that everything 
was well; that it made but little difference 
one way or the other. 

He stated that he was on the platform as an- 
nounced by Mr. Jefferson Davis upon the 
subject of prohibition. A temperance man 
himself, never drinking whisky and seldom 
taking wine, he was nevertheless persuaded 
that it was not proper to say to a people or a 
community that you shall not have these in- 
toxicants under any circumstances whatever. 
The governor declared that he was prepared to 
admit that the presence of the saloon or bar 
indiscriminately here and there was an evil, 
but it was-an evil that could be corrected. Laws 
should be passed regulating who should sell it, 
where it should be sold, and the seller should 
be reauired to give bond and security for a 
decent and faithful performance of the law. 

Jackson, the capitol, is a prohibition town or 
city, having been so since last January. Gov- 
ernor Lowry stated that as far as he could tell 
the people of Jackson seemed satisfied, or con- 
tent, but said he made the issue straight, leave 
out the sick question of the saloon, it being a 
blessing or an evil, and take local option or 
prohibition squarely on its merits, and he be- 
lieves that a good man with anti-prohibition 
views could carry the city and county. From 
my conversation with him I gathered thus fact, 
which seemed to be always near, that the argu- 
ment upon the question had never been fully

per and met. That it had always 
een couplied with the issues of 
how it should be sold, when, where, 


or by whom—never had the people been called 
upon to debate the broad proposition ought the 
state to allow the sale of liquor at all. When- 
ever that was brought .up, as it had been in 
Texas and Tennessee, the governor declared 
that he felt certain that Mississippi would en- 
roll itself upon the prohibition side. 

A few months ago, the state temperance 
convention met.in this state, and among other 
matters appointed a committee to memorialize 
the legislature to pass a constitutional amend- 
ment forbidding the sale. 

Governor Lowry thought ths legislature 
would respectfully listen to the menrial, and 
might even go so far as to refer it to a commit- 
tee. but he had no idea_ that it would permit 
the matter to go before the people. This same 
resolution created a big stir here at the time, 
and Tur Constitution reader will recollect 
that the Rev. Charles B. Galloway, of Meine 
phis, an eminent Methodist divine and 
bishop, came out in a public address in the 
newspapers and most earnestly protested 
avainst the convention doing anything of the

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FISH IN GEORGIA RIVERS. 


How the Fish Are Let Down Into the Stream 
—15,000 to Be Distributed. 

Macon, Ga., November 19.—[Specioe? }— 
Last night United States fish commission car 
No. larrived from Atlanta at 10:45 via the 
East Tennessee road, and was side-tracked 
near the depot. This morning about 11 
o’clock J. Franklin Ellis, of the Smithsonian 
institute, had 1,000 carp put into the Ocmul- 
gee river. His assistant carried them in a tin 
bucket, and lowered the bucket, by means of 
ropes, from the center of the city bridge, thus 
dumping the fish in the middle of the river. 
One rope was tied to the top of the bucket and 
another to the bottom. and when the bucket 
was lowered to the surface of the river, 
the top rope -was let loose, and the 
bottom rope was then given a jerk 
which overturned the bucket, throwing the 
fish into the river, and the bucket was then 
drawn up to the bridge and returned to the 
sar. These carp are from one to six inches in 
length, and in a sound, healthy condition. 
Mr. Ellis has been to Macon before and put 
fish, shad, etc., in the Ocmulgee. This morn- 
ing one of Mr, °Ellis’sjjessistants left on the 
10:35 Central train, with 1,000 carp, to be put 
in the Oconee river at the bridge, about forty- 
five miles below Macon, and 1;500 carp for the 
Ogeechee river. This assistant will then go 
around by way of Savannah to Jesup, where 
he will meet Mr. Ellis and the fish car, Mr. 
Ellis will leave Macon tonight on the 10:20 
train for Jesup, and will plant 1,000 carp in 
the Altamaha, 500 in the Satilla river, and 
several thousand in the rivers of Florida, He 
will start back to Washington about next 
Wednesday, and on the return trip will plant 
1,500 in the Savannah river. Mr. Ellis will 
then have planted a total of 15,000 carp in the 
waters of Georgia. Quite a number of carp 
have been given to private parties to plant in 
ponds in different counties of the state. 


A DOCTOR'S DEATH. 


Seized With Vertigo and Drowned at -fau- 
keenah.

Richard P. Wethington, a _ well-known 
Thomasville physician, was drowned at Wau- 
keenah, Fla., on ag, 

Only a few days before he left town, in per- 
fect health, to pay a visit to his brother, living 
on the old home place, and it was hard to re- 
alize that death had stepped in and claimed 
him as a victim. — 

Dr. Wethington’ was very fond of fishing, 
and on Wednesday took a negro boy and went 
to a small lake near the house. He stood up 
in the boat, and with an oar gave a push to 
shove off from the shore. Suddenly he 
stopped, put both hands to his heart, as though 
suffering greatly, his face contorted with 
agony, anda moment after he fell into the 
water. The boy wastoo much frightened to 
render any assistance, and though the water 
was less than three feet in depth, death came 
before assistance could be had, 

Dr. Wethington had been subject to attacks 
of vertigo for some time, and his friends had 
cautioned him against going on the water.

From the comforta- 
ble home, with its ruddy windows and its laughing 
children, streams the light that illumines every de- 
partment of trade or industry, whether the light | 
comes from the cottage or a palace. From the cheer- 
lessand desolate home comes the chill that par-— 


alyzes every interest worth preserving. 


When you go into a home, what is the first thing 
you look after? It is the hearthstone, to see if there 
isa fire. The hearthstone is the heart of the home, 
and the fire glowing and sparkling, with the little 
children gathered about it, ruddy faced and hapryy, 


is to the house what sunshine is to God’s flowers. 
It is about the hearthstone that the family gathers, 


There you find the wife, the helpmate of the hus- 
band and his joy—who bas shared his sorrow and 
his trouble—you find the little ones cherished, The 
olfi grandmother in the corner, smiling and peace- 
ful, her last, best days blessed and softened by filial 


love and care. {|Applause.] 


Think about the picture around the hearthstone 
inanhumble home, Did you ever think about 
grandmother and alittle child? Isthere any love 


on this earth like it? Is there any love as sweet and 
pathetic? See them, as they sit about the hearth- 
stone of the home. How they cling to each other! 
How the little one clambers about her knees and 
looks into ker jace! How theold heart is bathed 
afresh in the rapture of the child, 
and how the old withered lips are 
attuned and used to the childish prattle! 
How closely they cling together! and yet how di- 
verse are their ways! The old grandmother, with 
the lengthening shadows falling on her back as she 
walks down the hill, her face turned towards the 
skies beyond the pearly gates of which she can al- 
most hear the singing of the hosts awaiting to bid 
her welcome; the child tu:ned with ardcnt face to 
the attractions and contentions of the world, with 
the risipg sun falling fullon itseyes.

There they sit, about the hearthstone, the grandma 
and the child, and between them the wife, holding 
in her heart the double love that binds them to- 
gether.

Think of the master of this home—father, son and 
husband in one—as he works at his bench or walks- 
whistling through the icy night air,happy in the con 
sciousness that his loved ones are warm and snug 
and happy in their home. What would he take for 
the consciousness that instead of huddling com fort- 


for them? What would you take to rob him of that 
consciousness? Well, now keeptnat picture in your 
mind while I tell you what the coai dealers of At- 
lanta say about their retail trade this winter. 

Here is their testimony! 

Do you remember how you used {tosee women 
with a quarter or a fifty-cent piece shivering at the 
coal yards, hurrying to buy a handful of coal, that 
they might get home where their little ones were 
suffering? How you used to see men hurrying 
through the streets with a basketful of coal on their 
arm, knowing that at home the breath from their 
lungs was almost freezing on his children’s lips? 
And the little hand-carts that used to fill your 
streets,, (arrying a handful of coa), barely enough 
to give a child a taste of fire? And don’t you know 
the number of houses there were that in spite of all 
this were cold and cheerless and without relief? 

Where are the people who used to buy a pinch of 
coal, aud the hand-carts that used to haul it? They 
are gone! Mr. Wilson testifies: ‘‘There has been a 
remarkable change in my business. Men that used 
to buy fifty cents worth now buyaton. I used to 
have twenty little band-carts to deliver coal in: 
now I use but one, and I have doubled my two-horse 
teams.’’ {Applause.] 

Mr. Bridger testifies that he scarcely hasa call for 
coal on credit now. Mr. D’Alvigny testifies that he 
cannot gct enough to supply the demand. Mr. John 
T, Stocks says there is twice as much sold as ever 
before. 

Every coal dealer testifies that there has been a 
remarkable increase in his business. Iustead of 
buying it haphazard, in little quantities, when 
the twenty-five cents that bought it was chanced 
between the barkeeper and the coal dealer, they 
testify without break, that the people have laid in 
twice as much coal as ever before in a single fall: 
that they buy in A&rge quantities and on cash almost 
entirely. Houses will be warmed this winier, day 
and night, that scarcely knew what fire was last 
winter. Ask the coal dealers, and if their testimony 
conyinces you, ask if it isn’t worth something to 
accomplish this. 

Take the item of furniture. Mr. Snook S2ys: 
‘There is a great change in my business. It has jn- 
ereased in a retail way, especially among the poorer 
classses. They buy a better elass of goods, and pay 
cash where formerly they asked credit.” 

Mr. Neal testi£es that he has done a three months’ 
business one month this yearin furniture, and for 
cash, selling better goods.. Mr. Miller says he has 
sold more than everin histife, and of better class 
goods, andto cash ‘buyers. He Says the poorer 
classes buy three times as much as they ever bought, 
and almost entirely for cash. 

Mr. Rhodes t stifies—and, by the way, he has one 
bundred thousand doliars in houses, and not one 
vacun', and he gets more rent than ever before out 
ofthem, He says that the purchases this year are 
almost three times as much as he ever sold before, 
and that he gets five times a; much cash from the 
classes he deals with, So ofall the furniture deal. 
ers—ack them! 

Walter Wood states that his Saturday night’s 
trade in selling stoves and cooking uten- 
sils, which used to be about $10 or $15, 
is now $75. A. P. ttewart and Huunicutt & Bellin. 
grath confirm this. Ask them! 

I could weiry you with testimony like that. I 
have a score of notes from prosperous merchants, on 
this table, telling how their trade has increased 
showing that in everything that makes a home happy, 
that makes the women and children comfortabie— 
in everything that profits the buyer and his friend 
and the community he livesin, that the trade has 
increased, and that this year’s increase over last, is 
simply phenominal, and that it is owing to prohi- 
bition, {[Applause.]

Ibave got the statements 
of every real estate agent in this city, but one. They 
say they haye more houses on their rent lists than 
ever before, and fewer vacant houses. Two of them 
lately advertised for one hundred houses. They all 
say they could ‘rent scores of houses if they had 


them. Go ask them! 


Next spring you will see immense building again, 


no matter which way th> election goes. 


But do not think there has been no building. 
They advertise an interview with Mr. Gouid, and 
assert that he “is building the only brick store built 
here since prohibition.”” That is their assertion. 
have a list here of eleven brick stores on Decatur 
street built since prohibition, on the very street, 
mind you, on which Mr. Gould !s building. Mrs. 
M. Inman states that he has built eight brick stores 
himself since prohibition—started and finished 
them-—and rented every one of them, and gets 10 
per cent on the investment. And yet they svy Mr. 
Gould is building the only brick store built in At- 


lanta sinee prohibition. 


Take the question of rent. Suppose rents had gone 
upsharply in the last two ‘years, what a howl there 
would have been against prohibition for putting up 
rents! Isitan unmixed evil now that rents fell a 
little? Three-fourths of the people are renters, and 
if rents have been too high, it is but right that they 


should come down to a proper level. 


But I don't believe they have done so. Mr. Healy 
complains that his rents have decreased. That is 
doubtless true. He rented largely to barrooms and 
gambling saloons. There was Paul Jones, whole- 
sale liquors, in one of his stores. The Big Bonanza 
had a barroom down-stairs and gambling room up- 
stairs. There was Keuny & Werner aud the Read- 
ing Room billiard room. Then there was Thurman’s 
saloon out Ongplarictta street, and Hunter's saloon 


out there. 


Now, property brings more rent for saloons and 
gambling than it will for anything else; it ought t». 
Now Mr. Healy’s property which rented for that 
purpose has decreased, The offer he says he got of 
$3,000 for one place now renting for much less, is, I 
learn, from a saloon man, who wants it down stairs 
and up stairs. But has Mr. Healy the right to ask 
Atlanta to vote liquor back so that he can get a bar- 
room back in his Big Bonanza, and increased rent 


therefor? He would not ask it. 


But now take the property he owns that did not 
rent for barroom purposes. It is the Healy bnild- 
ing. Itis packed with tenants whopay as well ag 
ever. Messrs. Goode &Co., have the first floor, 
They got itfrom Mr. Healy under a lease they made 
under liquor. Sinee prohibition they have been of- 
fered five hundred dollars per annum advance if 
they would give itup, and they have had a hif 
dozen applications forit. That is a piece of Mr. 
Healy's property that has always renied for regular 
business, One ofthe tenants of that building has 
been offered five huudred dollars a year tmcrease if 


re would give it up. 


Take the Connally building. It hasa saloonin it, 
There was a decrease of $15 a montb in the rent of 
that saloon. Tiey quote that, and leave the impres 
sion that the building has lost in rents. But there 
are three stores in that building, and they have in. 
creased in rent $25 a month, Here is $75 a month 
increase in rent in one building in the stores, 
against $15 a month decrease in the barroom end of 
it. Yetitisusedasan example of how reuts have 
dimished. Take Mr. Traynham. He quotes one or 
two pieces of his property the rents on which have 
decreased. Mr. J. W. Goldsmith went ‘or one and 
asked him: ‘Mr. Traynham, is not the rental income 
for your entire property greater now than it was in 
1885?’ Mr. Traynbam ‘replied that it was; that he 
had notasingle vacant house now.—So it gues, 
There may be a decreased rent here or there, but 
the sum totalis bigger, and it is paid better and 
more promptly. My friends, this question is worth 
studying. Go to the booksof every real estate agent 
in Atlanta. They will tell you they have sold more 
property this year, and at better prices, 


than in 1885. Colonel Adair has 


said his books show an increase of $356,000 
over 1885. Can this testimony be doubted?

F BREAKERS BURNED. 


Mysterious Fires in the Mining 


STRIKERS CHARGED WITH THE CRIME 


Proprietors Alarmed and Call on Governor 
Beaver for Troops—Other Losses 
By the Flames. 


WHILKESBARRE, Pa., November 19.—Coxe 
Bros. & Co’s No. 2, model breaker, near Hazel- 
ton, burned to the ground this morning. Loss, 
$75,000; insurance, $30,000. A breaker was 
also destroyed by fire this morning at Delmo, 
It belonged to the New Buck Mountain Coal 
company. Loss, $80,000; partially insured. 
The burning of the two breakers caused con- 
siderable excitement, and rumors were cur- 
rent that they had been set on fire by the strik- 
ing miners. There were also rumors that ap- 
peals had been sent Governor Beaver for 
troops to protect the mine property. No ap- 
peal, however, has been sent to the governor, 
and it is believed here and throughout the 
mining districts that the miners have had noth- 
ing to do with the burning of the breakers. 

The burning of the breakers is shrouded 
. There has been no trouble at 
Buck Mountain mine and no strike there. 
T':\e burning of Coxe Bros. & Co.’s breaker, at 
Drifton, is net attributed to the miners. There 
is as yet no cause for alarm, but should the 
miners in that region be evicted from their 
tenements, which they now occupy, serious 
trouble may be expected. Leading miners here 
urning of these breakers, and say 
the deed could not have been done by any of 
the strikers, or any one haying the interests of 
the colliers at heart.

Memrms, November 19.—For the past ten 
days forest fires have been raging all around 
this section of the country and a dense smoke 
has overhung the city. Reports this afternoon 
are of a serious nature, Travel over the Kan- 


sas City road has been temporarily suspended b 
the forest fires. Great damage is also reporte 


to fences and farm houses along the lines of 
the Louisville and Nashville, Chesapeake and 
Ohio and Southwettern, Mississippi and Ten- 
nesee and Louisville, New Orleans and Texas 
railroads from these fires. A train on the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, which left here last 
evening, was delayed several hours north 
of this city owing to the flames 
which swept across the track at 
various . points. The greatest danger 
is to be feared from burned trestles and bridges, 
and none of the trains on the roads mentioned 
are running on gchédule time. The long- 
continued drouth, which has prevailed since 
July, has literally dried up the country, and 
navigation isin a bad condition. Steamboats 
cannot find sufficient water even in the Mis- 
sissippi river to carry full cargoes, and many 
of its tributaries, too, are lower than ever 
known before. A steamboat man reports that 
the sunken lands near New Madrid, Mo., 
where extensive depressions were made in the 
country by the earthquake of 1814, and which

Exciting Scenes in the French 
Chambers. 


_PRESIDENT GREVY WILL NOT RESIGN 


Looking About For Some One to Form 
a New Ministry—The Sick Crown 
Prince—Other Foreign News. 


Paris, November 19—Soon after the cham- 
ber of deputies met today the extreme left 
moved interpellation of the governmeut on 
the question of its domestic policy. A motion 
was made by the ministry to postpone debate. 

The motion was rejected by a vote of 328 to 
242, 

Prime Minister Rouvier immediately an- 
nounced the resignation of the cabines. 

The motion for interpellation of the govern- 
ment was made by M. Clemenceau, 

Premier Rouvier demanded that the debate 
on the subject be adjourned until the 24th in- 
stant in the interest of the measure for the 
conversion of the public debt. 

M. Clemenceau said it was a singular meth- 
od of reassuring holders of public fands to tell 
them that they could live in peace until 
the 24th, and to promise that 
there would then be a crisis 
such as had never before occurred. The pub- 
lic, he declared, had too long awaited explana- 
tion. There was practically no government. 
The ministry was not in a condition to guide 
republican policy. Parliament was abandoned 
to the direction of the right. Law officers of 
the state and police were in conflict and ad- 
ministrative disorder was complete. 

A division on the government’s proposal to 
adjourn the debate was taken at the conclusion 
of M. Clemenceau’s speech. 

Upon the announcement of the result of the 
vote, the chamber adjourned until Monday, 
amid great excitement. Subsequent to the ad- 
journment of the chamber of deputies the 
ministers held a conference, after which they 
proceeded to the palace of Elyssee and placed 
their resignation in the hands of President 
Grevy. 

M. Rouvier, upon leaving the chamber of 
deputies accosted M. Clemenceau and said: 

“You have relieved me of a troublesome 
burden, .I have now to advise President 
Grevy tosend for you to form a ministry.” 

M. Goblet declared in the lobby of the 
chamber that he would not undertake to form 
a cabinet. Among those who voted with the 
majority on the motion to adjourn the debate 
were 169 republicans and 148 conservatives. 
The minority included 221 republicans and 7 
conservatives. President Grevy accepted the 
resignations of his ministers at the Elysee. 

The Journal des DeBatis says that the fixed 
intention of President Grevy is not to resign. 
He dées not admit that parliamentary pressure 
can enforce a president’s resignation. Such a 
state of things, he holds, would be subversive 
of the constitution. His resignation would 
create a mischievous precedent, as his suc- 
cessors would thereby be bound to resign every 
time public opinion was against them. It is 
believed that only M. Gragnon, late prefect of 
police, and M. Wilson, are implicated in the 


letter scandal. 

President Grevy held consultations this 
evening with M. DeFreycinet, M. Floquet and 
other prominent statesmen. The president 
has asked members of the cabinet to continue 
the performance of their duties until a new 
ministry is formed. The republican groups 
are trying to organize a union of the whole 
party, with a view toestablishing an unassail- 
able power in the chamber.

At any rate 
Miss Dickinson, in a spasm of terror, burst 
out of the compartment, and stood on the 
foot rail outside the car clinging to the iron 
guard until the passengers in the next com- 
partment reached out and pulled her in. To 
her rescuers the excited lady stated that Col- 
one] Baker had made a comprehensive 
swoop at her ankles and she had escaped at 
the risk of her life. 

The English have periodical fits of virtue, 
and when they heard Miss Dickinson’s story 
they flew intoa rage. Baker’s denial went 
for nothing. The efforts of the prince 
of Wales to save him had no effect. 
The unfortunate officer was dis-missed 
fromthe army and driven into the Turkish 
service. 

Baker's recent career has been that of a 
brilliant soldier, and a short.time ago an 
effort was made to reinstate him in the 
British army. But the queen was firm in 
her refusal. She said that she had never 
condoned such an offense as Baker's, and 
she never would. Sothere was nothing left 
for the disgraced soldier, but the uncertain 
hope of Albert Edward’s, accession to the 
throne. 

Itis easy to understand how deeply the 
exile was wounded by this humiliation. He 
impatiently awaited, if not a vindication, at 
least a gleam of royal favor. Buthe waited 
in vain. Death overtook him in the shadow 
of his disgrace, and his family and friends 
now realize the fatal consequences ofthe ad- 
venture in which he acted the part of a crimi- 
mal oravictim, It is asad end for sodash- 
ing a sabreur.

Rabelias, himself, with all his mocking 
spirit which went tothe very root and motive of

: ERRATIC SAM BRANNAN. 
The Airy Costume in Which He Was Won't 
to Appear in Guaymas. 

From the Ban Franciseo Post. 

The announcement that Sam Brannan has 
returned to this city from Guaymas, Een va, and 
is registered at-a Jodging bouse on Commereial 
atrect, revives a hos o° recollec'ions concerning the 
erratic cxrecr of that gentleman. 81m Braunan's 
| career on th's coast has been a varied oar. He was 
the first man to cturt a newspaper in Californias, aad 
was instrumental in the fining and working of 
gold in the istand which is now known as Mormon 
Istand. Sam Brannan was the devil in that great 
play of “Goll Diseovety,’’ which was acted here 
through. ut the years 1812-0. Though the actors 
were by no means ancles, yct Sam nan, by 
superior intellig»uce and his unbounded audacity, 
did for a great many months ylay a leading part 
during that time. Asan exanrpic of his audacity, 
Sam Braunan coustituted himself the collector of 
tithes for the benetit of the Mormon church, and 
this tithe was one-tenth of the gross product of the 
gold mines. S range to say, the Mormon miners 
unhesitatingly paid to Sam this tithe, in the silly 
belief that it was duly forwarded to Salt Lake city. 
For many months the tithe was paid without a mur- 
mur, but one day General Sherman, who was then 
stationed here, happened to pay a visit to Mormon 
islaud, and was appreached with a complaint by 
CeTiain Mormons. 

“Lieutenant,” said‘Sthey, ‘we are paying one- 
tenth of the gross product of our earnings to Sam 
Brannan as a tithe tothe Mormon church, and we 
do not believe that he is sending as he promised. 
We wish that you would see him aboutit.” °° 

Sherman was a notorious lover of justice, and wa 
ever ready to listen toa complaint, and if possible, 
rectify, so when he returned to fan Francisco he 
met Sam and told him what he had heard. 

‘More d—— fools they to pay,” said Sam, “‘and as 
long as they pay so long will I take.” 

‘Sherman communicated this answer to the 
sweltering Later Day Saints at Mormon Island, and 
after a great many resolutions it was finally agreed 
that the tithe should be discontinued. 

Little was heard of Sam Biaunan for many years, 
until hesuddenly loomed up with the startling 
news that he had furnished supplies to.the Mexican 
government during the war of 1866 to the tune of 
$10,000,000. The Mexican government,rather justly, 
repudiated this claim, and gave him a few thousand 
dollars. Then Sam Brannan loomed up again as & 
great colonist. and elaborated a great scheme for 
furnishing Sonora with colonists, and for the fur- 
therance of this plan he took up his residence in the 
town of Guaymas, which is the port of the state of 
Sonora. 

As a diesser Sam Brannan was not a success du- 
ring his stay in that town.

Asa matter 
of f ct, there isn’t a place of ita size in the eastern 
partof the country so much given over to horse 
ruvats, general sporting, and gambling. high and 
low, @1 is this same Bangor. The police don't 
know anyih'ng about the games, of course, just as 
they are calmly uncors fous of some other things, 
but lots of young business men, liquor dealers, bar- 
tenders, drummers, and even $10-a-week clerks, 
maa to be able to find them and sport goes merrily 
on. 

The most popular game hore is draw poker, al- 
though @ man anxious to play need not go hungry 
foralmost anything in the p.steboard line. It would 
surprise a good many fond parents, deyout church 
members and trusting employers of this town if they 
could see a printed list of exem plary young men of 
their acquaintance who are regular sitters-in at the 
seductive game of poker, and who jut up their chips 
like little majors. These young fry generally keep 
apart from the regular rooms and the professiona 
players, organizing games by themselves, sometimes 
in rooms rented for the purpose, but oftener at a ho- 
tel, where they meet Sceu-day evenings and make 
a night of it, frequently continuing through Sunday 
with liquid assistance. On the bases of their sala- 
ries the stakes could not be very much, but some. 
how or other they manage to get up a pretty stiff 
little game occasionally. They play more in winter 
than in summer, for winter isa rather dull time in 
Bangor, especially on Sundays. If the young men 
want to amuse themselves of a winter Sunday it is 
either go sleighing or play poker, and a good many 
don’t go sleighing. 

As for the professionals, there are quite anumber 
of natives who (o.sider themselves pretty smooth, 
and these are reinforced by several outsiders. They 
allseem to prosper. The people who follow the 
professionals are the poker players of means, the 
fast young merchants who think they know it all, 
and the liquor dealers, who are willing to risk 
wealth that comes easy. Regarding the size of the 
game, it may be said thatit is big enough to have 
left more than one prosperous young business man 
high and dry within a year, while too close atten- 
tion to jack pots issaid to have brought about the 
downfall of one of the leading merchants of the city 
within the past six weeks, involving him in forgery, 
and forcing him after a compromise here, to flee 
the country for Europe via the British provinces, 
leaving his family behind. 

During the great agricultural fairs which are held 
here every fall the city is overrun with gamblers 
and fakiis, running everything from a faro layout to 
asweat board. This season the police made a 
spasmodic attempt to stop every kind of game at the 
fair, and raided a few hotels, seizing the apparatus, 
but making no arrests. When the spurt was over 
and the majesty ofthe la w had been vindicated the 
games were cheerfully resumed, Enforcing the law 
against gambling is much the same sort ofa jobas

The 
Southwestern railroad passes through the western 
portion of the county. Perry is the county site and 
located near the center of Houston, andiis situated 
on Big Indian creek; it has about one thousand 
inhabitants. In Perry there are several small man- 
ufaciuring enterprises, They make currycombs, 
hames, harrows, etc. A medicine called O. I. C, 
(Old Indian Cure) is made there. There is an enter- 
prise at Perry, known as the “variety works,” 
where they ran a saw and grist mill, a public gin, 
and will scoi commence to make brooms. A great 
deal of broom corn is planted here. Fort Valley, 
which is situated in the western part of the county, 
is the largest town in Houston, It hasonethousand 
and two hundred inhabitants.

THE GOVERNOR SELECTS ARDOR DAY 


Matters of News and Moment Collected 
Yesterday About the State, Cus- 
tom and Courthouse. 


Yesterday wasa dull day at the capitol and 
in all the courts. The governor removed the 
disabilities of a justice of the peace, and select- 
ed a day in December for “Arbor Day.” 
Other news will be found below. 


The Governorand His Cabinet. 

James T. GarFrorp, a justiee of the peace 
in Chattahoochee county, was convicted at the 
September term ofthe superior court of that 
county for malfeasance in office and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $22,and by operation of 
law was discharged from his office. Upon the 
petition of the grand jury, the sheriff, and 
clerk of the court of the county, the official 
reporter, the solictor general and the presiding 
judge, together with a large number of citi- 
zens, Gatfiord on yesterday after the payment 
of his fine, had his disabilities removed by 
Governor Gordon, and by executive order was 
restored to all his rights and privileges as a 
citizen of the state of Georgia. 

THE FOLLOWING PROCLAMATION was issued 
yesterday from the executive office: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, Ga., Novem- 
ber 19.—The fourth Wednesday in November has 
been heretofore designated as “‘Arbor Day’”’ for the 
state of Georgia. It has been found, however, that 
this day is too early for a large portion of the state, 
and that Wednesday is very objectionable as a holi- 
day or children attending school. There- 
fore, wpon the recommendation of President Pringle, 
of the American Forestry congress, and of the off- 
cials of the Southern Forestry congress, and of 
othersinterestedin the subject, I appoint Friday, the 
2d day of December, as ‘Arbor Day” for this state, 
and recommend that it be observed by the people 
‘generally, and especially by municipal corperations 
and public schools, JOHN B. GORDON, 

Governor of Georgia. 

THE FOLLOWING COMMISSIONS were issued 
yesterday by the governor: J. J. Forebrand, 
notary public and ex-oflicio justice of the 
peace, forthe 512th district, G. M., Worth 
county; S. C. Whettington, notary public and 
ex-officio J. P. for the 1415th district, G. M., 
Worth county; T. J. Biasingame, justice of 
the peace for the 580th district, G. M., Pike 
county. 

CarpTramn W. H. Harrison, clerk of the 
executive department, has issued the following 
letter, which contains important information 
to ex-confederate soldiers who were injured 
during the war: 

In answer to the numerous inquiries about the re 
cent act of the legislature, granting allowances to 
maimed ex-confederate soldiers, I have, in the fol- 
lowing statement, undertaken to give the main 
features of the law, and hope to anticipate the ques- 
tions which may be made in relation to the construc- 
tion given the act, 

For the first time the act provides for payments to 
such disabled soldiers as did not have a limb or 
limbs amputated. Foran armor leg permanently 
in,ured from wounds, whereby either is rendered 
“substantially and essentially useless,’’ an annual 
allowance of twenty-five dol’ars will be paid. There 
is no difference between the allowance for an arm 
anda leg; the same amount is paid whether the in- 
jury resulted from wounds received below cr above 
the elbow, or above or below the knee. 

For permanent injury toany part ofthe body 
(other than leg, arm, eye or organs of hearing), 
whereby the person injured has been rendered ‘‘per- 
manentliy and practically incompetent for the 

erformance of the ordinary manual avocaticns of 
ife,”’ twenty-five dollars is allowed. 

Applicant to be entitled must first show that he 
was a bona tide citizen of Georgia on the 26th day of 
October, 1886, and also that he residesin this state 
at the date of his application, Hemust sustain his 
aftidavit, explaining service and injury, by the testi- 
mony of some officer who was in service with him, 
or by three citizens who know of the facts. Also 
furnish the testimony of two reputable physicians 
sustaining his claim and establishing his right to 
the allowance under the law. 

One-armed and one-legged men who were paid in 
1886 or 1887 for the third period, under the old law, 
cannot be paid again until after September 26, 1889, 
The first payments made in 1879 and 1880 were for 
five years; but in 1833 the period was shortened 
to three years, and the second payments were made 
for the period from September 26, 1883, to September 
26, 1886, Thethird payments were made for the re- 
riod from 1886 to 1889. Hence, all who drew the 
third payment prior tothe approval of the last act 
eannot draw under the new act until September 26, 
1889, having been paid to that date, 

One-armed end one-legged men who were in this 
state October 25, 1886,and now reside herein, and 
who have not drawn the third payment, can be paid 
the annual eliowances mentioned for the loss of an 
arm or leg. 

The law only provides for the present and future 
and does not allow payments for the past. 

The ordinaries of the s:veral counties will aid ap- 
plicants, and see thatthe blanks are properly filled 
out and forwarded. 

Applicants need not employ attorneys to collect 
what is due them under the law. Every facility 
will be given and full information furnished upon 
application to the ordinary of your county or direct 
o the executive department.

While in jail, the doctor madea superficial ex- 
amination of Thrasher and found evidences of 
whipping on his person. After Thrasher’s 
death an examination showed thathe died

At the time of trial the state found itself 
without witnesses. The most diligent search 
failed to find the other defendants or the state’s 


witnesses. Thrasher was put in jail on Mon- 
day night, on the following Friday night, be- 
lieving himself to be dying he made a state- 
ment, but did not die until the succeeding 
Wednesday. Thrasher stated that some of 
the men did not participate in the whipping, 
that Bryant whipped, but that Cheatham did 
not. 

In arguing for the state, Mr. W. M, How- 
ard, the solicitor general, stated that the sud- 
den hegira of defendants and witnesses left 
the state in such a position that the 
dying statement of Thrashor was its reliance. 

Cheatham, who was tried and acquitted, was 
now sought to be relied on to obtain a new 
trial on the strength of an aftidavit. He was. 
present at the trial, and the defendant and his 
counsel did not have him testify. 

Cheatham now testifies that Bryant was 
charged, in the presence of Thrasher, by the 
other men, in not assisting at the whipping. 
Bryant, in his statement, said that he was go- 
ing to the store after something for his family, 
when he was summoned by a bailiff to assist 
five or six other men in _ arresting 
two colored men. He was told that 
he must serve, and he served.

Was he at the time of making the declaration 
in the article of death? He may have said 
that he was going to die, but was he dying at 
the time ?’ 

Justice Blandford thought that dying dec- 
larations floated around too loosely in the court 
room, and these declarations were used too 
frequently when there was no necessity. for 
them. 

Mr. Howard thought there was no rule of 
law prescribing how soon after making a state- 
ment aman should die. Sometimes they say 
they _are going to die, and getoverit. They 
must be dying, and know it. 

Hon. F. H. Colley, representing Mr. Bryant, 
stated that his client was convicted solely on 
the declarations of Thrasher. 

Mr. Colley said the verdict was unsupported 
by the evidence. in Thrasher’s declaration 
he stated thathe did not recollect whether 
Bryant whipped him or not. There were two 
classes—-one of those who engaged in the whip 
ping, and the other those that were not. Bry- 
ant is entitled to the hypothesis that he was 
one of those not engaged in it. Bryant, in his 
statement, said that he had nothing to do with 
the whipping. ‘The state’s counsel argued that 
he should have given full particulars. He was 
not called on to do anything, when thus placed 
in peril, but to defend himself according to 
law. And the newly discovered testimony 
bears out his version. 

Cheatham, a co-defendant indicted for mur- 
der, positively refused to answer the questioius 
of defendant’s counsel, and stated that he 
knew nothing about Bryant. Since then he 
has been acquitted, and is willing to testify. 
Bill Hatchinson was the brother of Thrasher, 
named as a witness for the state in the billof 
indictment. Counsel did not then know what 
he would swear, and were unable to see him. 

Mr. Colley laid stress upon the point that 
the statement of Thrashor was admitted as 
dying declarations, because he had said he be- 
lieved he would die. Neither the jailer nor 
the physician looked upon Thrasher as dan- 
gerously sick. 

Thrasher said nothing that he considered it 
a solemn and dying declaration of the circum- 
stances of the whipping. He was sitting up 
and making inquiries about his meals and the 
jailer saysthathe ate his meals afterwards. 
To come under the legal definition of ‘dying 
declarations,’ the deceased must be actually 
dying, and know that he is dying, and aban- 
doned all hope of living. The dying declara- 
tions were placed on the same footing as sworn 
testimony; this is erroneous. All: authori- 
ties treat them as inferior to sworn testi- 
mony, and they are only allowed on account 
of the necessity of the case. They are usually 
made under excitement, feebleness and for- 
getfulness. No oath binds the witness and no 
cross examination draws his attention to all 
the facts. Then, the evidence comes through 
another channel, through another imperfect 
human memory, before it reaches the jury.’ 

The decision of the supreme court ims this 
matter will be looked for with interest by the 
profession, and will be considered one of great 
importance in criminal cases.

It will be remembered that the United 
States fish commission has, during the past 
week, been placing carp in the diffevent rivers 
of Georgia. The strong points in favor of the 
carp are their rapid growth, the case with 
which they are kept alive, and the small 
amount of trouble they give generally. Asa 
table fish they have never been considered 
particularly fine, many people believing them 
to be too coarse for eating purposes, 

In the above connection, it may be interest- 
ing to read the following letter received at the 
agricultural department yesterday, from Mr, 
O. 8. Porter, of Covington. Under date of 
November 18th, he writes to Commissioner 
Henderson as follows: ‘In that the fish com- 
mission is to, or is now, distributing carp, you 
may or may not remember that I characterized 
the whole carp business as a humbug in talk- 
ing to you of it. | am prepared to 
say that was to some extent wrong. 
the leather and mirror carp in any water, and 
the scale carp in ponds are, in my opinion, in 
this section a failure. But the scale carp in 
running water, open streams, or ponds, are a 
success. The carp, scaly ones, that have been 
oe me from time to time, I put ‘in’ the 

‘ellow riyer, above my dam, Many, too, have 
come in from broken ponds, so that now there 
are a good lot of them in the river. In fishing 
for sucker one will catch as many or rather 
more carp than suckers. I have found them 

as good as a red-finned 
suckers. So now please allow me 
to ask you to use your influence 
to haye as many scale carp placed in our 
rivers as possible. If put in at the railroad 
bridge or here itisallO. K. I think vastl 
more of it than putting in shad to come bac 
in two years—the carp remain with us, and 
breed there, are good and catchable at all sea- 


sons. But, mind you, scale carp only.”’ 


The fish commission placed 500 scale carp in 


Yellow river Thursday, at the Georgia rail- 
road bridge. A large number have been 
placed in the Georgia rivers during the week.
